substitute should be provided in the 
shape of a box filled with dry sand 
mixed with coal ashes or road dust 
Watch your hens on a bright, sunny 
day in v\ inter and see bow they en- 
joy this bath. They pick the dust 
into their feathers, roll first on one 
side, then on the other and seem to 
sift the dry dirt into every part of 
their feathered coat It cleanj-es 
them and frees them from their 
mortal enemy, the lice. One would 
suppose that hen lice were very 
clean themselves, since they have 
such a dread of dirt, and it is tiue 
they cannot exist where dirt or dust 
abounds. The dust bath is therefore 
very necessary for the health and 
happire=s of your fowls. It should 
be placed where the sun can shine 
into it. This makes it attractive, 
and your bens will soon avail them- 
selves of it.—Country Gentleman.

Manufacturers Enjoying a Boom 


In Trade. 


FARMERS ABE ALSO BENEFITED. 


Gold He* GOB* to • Premium knd Htt 


the Effect of • Tariff Wall, bat U>* Mi- 
Tor UolUu- Bay* a* II Belt Goad* M Kv«-r 
Capital Foarinj In Far lovn&meut. 


The Constitution is of the opinion 


that those gold organs which are pious- 
ly engaged in extending their sympathy 
and condolence to Mexico on account of 
th« supposed deplorable condition in 
which that country is left by the fall 
cf silver have failed to read the dis- 
patch recently sent to the New York 
Herald by that paper's specif 1 corre- 
spondent in the City of Mexico. 


That dispatch makes very interesting 


reading at this time. The Constitution 
hat; already printed it in fall, but some 
of the statements made by The Herald's 
Mexican correspondent are worthy of 
further consideration. In order to thur 
oughly understand the situation de- 
picted by the correspondent it is neces- 
sary for onr readers to bear in mind 
that, while silver has depreciated with 
respect to gold in the gold standard 
countries, no »ucb result has taken 
place in Mexico. Silver has not fallen 
at all, has not decreased in purchasing 
power to any appreciable extent On 
the other hand, gold has risen to a pre- 
mium of f 1.45. 


Remembering this fact, it is easy to 


understand the dispatch, which would 
otherwise be inexplicable. Merchants 
are hurt by tho rise in gold and am 
canceling their orders for import. 
Why? Because they can get no more 
silver for the stocks they have on hand 
than they could before gold rose. Con 
sequently they are unable to import 
goods except at a profit. 


Meanwhile Mexican manufacturers 


are eujoyinp the greatest boom lu their 
history, as the gold premium makes a 
most effective tariff wall. All the agri 
cultural interests are prosperous, as they 
sell abroad for gold aud pay their labor- 
ers in silver. "Strange to say," re- 
marks the correspondent of The Herald, 
"the Mexican dollar buys as tnncb 
goods as it ever did, save of the import- 
ed variety." This is a statement the 
gold organs should digest. It must be 
true, for it appears in the columns of a 
most rantankernna gold organ. 


More than tbat, foreign capital ia 


pouring into the country to take advan- 
tage of the high premium on gold—this 
premium bemg ia the nature of a bonul 
on every dollar of gold invested in Mex 
ico. Another result is that "rich Mex- 
icans, accustomed to living much of 
their time abroad, are staying at home 
investing their silver in building im- 
provements." Real estate is rapidly in- 
creasing in price, aud tho demand for 
contractors is large. 


The Herald correspondent says tho 


government is "bit hard, "as it must 
pay the mtcrost on its foreign debt in 
gold. But there uro some blows that 
react, and this will bo one of them. 
There istalkof repudiation, itnrt iu that 
case the holders ot the bonds will bo 
hit, but the probaibhty is that Presi- 
dent Diaz will refund tho government 
debt and cut its interest charge, iii half 
by reducing tho rate from 6 per ivut 
to 8. 


Meanwhile the whole course and ten-

Experiments made by the Flax Fiber 


association of Oregon point to an en- 
couraging degree of succx-ss for those 
enli.ited in eut^xprises in that region for 
flax growing and manufacturing in 
America*. 


Tho average measurement of the 


stalks produced, ready for pulling, is 
stated to be about 52 im-hes, thus giv- 
ing a fiber moru than 4 ftt't m length. 
a fact regarded as peculiarly satisfac- 
tory when it is considered that the well 
mown Conrtral fiber is not more than 
86 inches, while tho fiber that is pecnl-

man." 
His sole duty consists in 


>uying, blending and making the 
gallons of coffee that are consumed 
laily by the guesta He is very apt 
o have pronounced ideas regarding 
>lends and mixtures, but bis fad par 
excellence is the particular kind of 
coffeepot or nrn to be used in con- 
cocting the beverage. 


The views of the Waldorf coffee 


man differ from those of the super- 
intendent of the Imperial. At the 
•'if th Avenue another blend and an- 
other mode of compounding are 
adopted, while at the Arena tne 
method of coffee making i.s peculiar- 
ly their own. At the Waldorf the 
>lend favored for breakfast coffee is 
two-thirds of a pound of Mocha to 
one-third of Java. Tho Waldorf cof- 
ree man does not favor coffee that is 
inely ground, but soaks it in cold 
water for a full hoar before it is put 
in the large sieves of the countless 
luge silver urns of tbe establish- 
ment. For breakfast he uses about 
a pound of coffee to 5 quarts of wa- 
re*. This is poured through the sieve 
and strainers, which are arranged in 
the urns in the regulation French 
coffeepot fashion, four times. The 
result is a clear, amber colored liq- 
uid of excellent flavor and strength. 


For the after dinner coffee he pre- 


fers a blend that is composed of 
rather more Java than Mocha, and 
but 4 quarts of water are allowed to 
the pound. Tbe process of making 
is the same. 


At the Arena coffee is made on 


the tables in Viennese coffeepots by 
what is known as the steaming 
process. There the mixture consists 
of equal parts of Mocha and Java. 
About an ounce is allowed to each 
individual pot The pots themselves 
are quaint looking affairs of ham- 
mered brass, porcelain lined and 
with glass tope. 
Underneath is 


swung a small spirit lamp. In the 
x>dy of the pot is placed a sufficient 
uantity of cold water, while the al- 
otted ounce of Mocha and Java is 
ut, perfectly dry and very finely 
;round, in the glass top. When the 
water boils, the steam slowly as- 
-ends through a tube, and as it per- 
meates the dry coffee drop by drop 
he pure coffee essence falls into a 
receiver, with the result that a per- 
ectly cure, full flavored coffee of 
the fullest strength is obtained. This 
wocess is also used by many of the 
[tiaint restaurants affected by the 
oreign element, but the coffee used 
s the strong black blend popularly 
mown as Turkish. Russian coffee 
s also made in the Viennese pots. 


e mixture consists of equal parts 


of Rio, Mocha and Java, tojvhich 
las been added a tablespoonful of 
daik brown sugar, a tablespoon ful 
of rusi and a liquor glass of kum- 
mel. 


At both tbe Imperial and the Fifth 


Avenue the Mocha and Java mix- 
;nre is favored, but at these hotels 
both. French and Viennese pots are 
tabooed, and the old fashioned meth- 
od of straining the coffee through a 
flannel bag prevails.— New York 
Times.

The Conductivity of tho 


One of the fallacies handed down 


from days that are prehistoric with 
respect to modern electricity is that 
the earth is an excellent conductor. 
This error was propagated in the 
earlier books on electricity, and even 
at the present time is widely dis- 
seminated. 
Dr. Louis Bell, in an 


article in The American Electrician, 
demonstrates that instead of the 
conductivity of the earth being per- 
fect it is actually so poor as to be 
practically insignificant except in 
the case of very high voltage or 
very minute currents, and that while 
the earth return may continue to 
be advantageously employed in tele- 
graphic work it is useless under 
existing conditions for power service 
and harmful when forming part of 
an electric railway circuit.
